An ordinance establishing water 
rates for this city was introduced. It 
was decided to make the rate same as 
last year—23 cents per 103 cubic feet. 

The ordinance will come up for 
adoption at the next meeting of the 
board. 

An application was received from 
.Thos. H. Day & Sons, contractors, 
asking permission to instal a 115-gal- 
lon oil tank on the lot at the southeast 
corner of Grand and Linden avenues, 
where the new hotel building is be¬ 
ing erected. 

The application was referred to H. 
W. Kneese, chief engineer of the local 
tire department. 

Several claims against the city were 
allowed and ordered paid.

This bungalow was built at the base 
of the White mountains, in New Hamp¬ 
shire. The design is especially well 
adapted to a wide lot, where there is 
ample space to give an attractive set¬ 
ting to the beauties of this dwelling. 

A slight elevation makes an ideal 
site for a structure of the kind. With 
ground sloping axvay from the house 
the shrubbery need not mask the out¬ 
lines of the foundation work. 

The arrangement of the rooms is 
complete in every respect. In the sec¬ 
ond story there is a sewing room, 
chamber and den, all finished. If one 
desires, the large storeroom at the side 
can be made in one large chamber or 
two medium si/.ed chambers, thus giv¬ 
ing ample sleeping room space.

The style of exterior of this bungalow admits of cement, shingle or clap¬ 
board. The piazza could be finished as a sun parlor, and this would add mate¬ 
rially to the living accommodations.

Playgrounds In 1913. 

Industrial work, study classes, debat¬ 
ing, gardening, dramatics, music, mo¬ 
tion pictures, dancing, skating, swim¬ 
ming, story telling—these are among 
the activities which have characteriz¬ 
ed playgrounds and recreation centers 
during the past year. In at least sev¬ 
enty cities supervised playgrounds 
were opened for the first time. Alto¬ 
gether 642 American cities were ac¬ 
tive in developing and maintaining 
playgrounds and recreation centers, an 
Increase of 109 during the year. In 
342 of these there was regular paid 
supervision. In fifteen cities streets 
w’ere set aside for play, and in ninety- 
six cities coasting was permitted on 
certain streets. These are some of the 
interesting facts of the recreation cen¬ 
sus for the year ending Nov. 1, 1913, 
completed by the Playground and Rec¬ 
reation Association of America.

LUCK IN PHOTOGRAPHY. 


A Suggestion That Grated Upon the 
Camera Man’s Nerves. 

When the amateur photographer’s 
friend asked him why he looked 
peeved the other was glad to explain. 

“A friend of ours just asked me to 
gome over and take a picture of her 
baby,” he said. “She apologized for 
asking, which was unnecessary, be¬ 
cause I was glad to do it. but she 
spilled the beans by giving as her 
reason that 1 had such good luck tak¬ 
ing pictures.” 

“Well, you do, don’t you?" inquired 
the friend. 

“There you go.” the photographer 
exclaimed. “There is no such thing as 
luck in my photography. What vexes 
me is that every one seems to consider 
them inseparable. 

“Photography is as exact a science 
as running a survey nowadays with 
those who know how to handle a cam¬ 
era. With the photometer and exposure 
tables, proper developer and a ther¬ 
mometer for determining its tempera 
ture, every last element of luck is re¬ 
moved from exposure and negative 
making. The same is true of the print¬ 
ing processes. You know in udvauce 
how much light you have and how 
much you need. Factorial tables tell 
you how long to leave a plate in the 
developer. Every step is timed with a 
stop watch. And that’s why it annoys 
me to have people say that my art is a 
luck proposition. 

“Before I had taken as many pic¬ 
tures as stand to my record now there 
was sometimes luck, mostly bad. Al- i 
though, as it appears to me at present, 

I got better results than 1 should have ; 
obtained. But if a man with a little 
experience and the proper outfit exer¬ 
cises as much intelligence as is neces- j 
sary to boil eggs, photography Is no 
longer a matter of luck, and I thank 
nobody to call me lucky.”—Philadel- i 
phia Ledger. 


AREA OF THE LUNGS. 


Nature Has Given Us a Very Liberal 
Margin of Safety. 

Physiologists have long observed 
that many of the organs necessary to 
life have much larger capacity than is 
really necessary. It is generally agreed, j 
for Instance, that under ordinary con¬ 
ditions one kidney would serve every 
purpose, although we are supplied with | 
two. As the same is true of other 
glands, the conclusion is irresistible 
that nature, in providing for the vari¬ 
ous functions upon which our exist¬ 
ence depends, has left a very liberal 
margin of safety. This is especially 
true of the lungs 

In cases of pneumonia the functions 
of one lung have been entirely sus¬ 
pended for a time, hut life has per¬ 
sisted, as it has in those instances 
where tuberculosis has very materially 
curtailed breathing capacity. Such 
cases have led to experiments In arti¬ 
ficially lessening lung areas for a time 
in order to discover, if possible, what 
the margin of safety really is. 

By introducing inert nitrogen gas I 
into the chest of the subject an artifi¬ 
cial pneumothorax is formed which 
may he varied at will, causing corre¬ 
sponding variations in lung capacity. 

( By this means Courmout finds that 
persons who submit themselves to his 
investigations get along very well with j 
a quarter of the usual lung capacity. 
Similar experiments in a Paris hos¬ 
pital show that patients deprived of 
five-sixths of their breathing capacity 
suffer very little inconvenience and ex¬ 
hibit no symptoms of the lack of a 
proper amount of oxygen. 

The conclusion is that if one can live 
with one-sixth of his lung power he 
ought to do very well indeed with a 
single lung.—Boston Llerald.

As a Matter of Fact, the Force of the 

Air Driven Against the Canvas 

Would Have a Tendency to Send the 

Vessel Backward Instead of Forward. 

“If an electric fan could be made 
large enough to throw a sufficient 
amount of wind to move a small sail¬ 
boat and such a fan was placed on the 
end of a boat with the wind from the 
fan blowing against the sail on the 
very boat the fan is on, is it possible 
that it could move the boat? The ar¬ 
gument is that the fan, being on the 
same boat as the sail, cannot move 
itself. But as the air detaches itself 
from the fan and hits the sail, my idea 
is that it can, provided it has the 
strength to move the boat. Please give 
an answer.” 

This question is worth answering be¬ 
cause it involves a principle of physics 
that ought to be universally under¬ 
stood and ignorance of which may lead 
to the waste of both time and money 
upon Inventions that will not work. 

The writer of the question thinks 
that because the air, as she expresses 
it, is “detached from” the fan when it 
starts off to strike the sail, It ought to 
act like an ordinary wind and push the 
boat before it. But she would not think 
so if she reflected that the particles of 
air driven from the fan resemble a 
swarm of bullets shot from a gun. 

The air particles get their force from 
the fan as the bullets get theirs from 
the gun, and just as the gun recoils 
with a force equal to that which It im¬ 
parts to the bullets, so the fan, wheth¬ 
er driven by electricity or steam or 
turned by hand. Inevitably recoils with 
the same amount of force that it im¬ 
parts to the air. 

To make clearer the comparison be¬ 
tween a stream of bullets from a gun 
and a stream of wind from an electric 
fan, imagine a Maxim gun placed at 
the rear of a boat and an impenetrable 
target at the front, and then suppose 
that the gun should hurl a continuous 
current of bullets against the target 
Anybody can see that the boat would 
not be driven forward, because the 
recoil of the gun would constantly 
force it backward with the same 
energy with which the bullets, striking 
the target, forced it ahead. 

But if tile gun were placed on shore 
or on another support its stream of 
bullets striking the target would drive 
the boat forward, because then their 
effect would be like that of a wind 
blowing freely across the water and 
having no connection with anything on 
the boat. 

An ordinary wind is able to drive a 
boat whose sail it strikes because its 
reaction (that of the wind) is not upon 
the boat, but upon the great mass of 
the atmosphere or upon the earth. 

The principle to be remembered, 
and ignorance or forgetfulness of 
which has cost the happiness of more 
than one uneducated inventor’s life, Is 
that no mechanical force can be pro¬ 
duced without au expenditure of en- j 
ergy precisely equivalent. Never for¬ 
get that there can be no action with- , 
out equal reaction and that If the ac- I 
tion takes its origin within the limits 
of the thing that is acted upon the 
reaction will also be felt within those 
same limits. 

Your electric fan would drive a toy 
vessel placed on the deck of your 
boat, although it would not drive the 
boat Itself, because, with regard to 
the toy vessel, the breeze from the fan 1 
would have an independent origin, like 
an ordinary wind blowing over a lake, 
and its reaction would not be upon 
the toy. but upon the Ixmt over whose 
deck the toy glided. 

If you are inside a car and push upon 
the car you cannot move it as you could 
if you stood upon iUc ground outside 
and pushed. In the first case your ! 
action and reaction are both upon the 
car. but hi the second case the action 
is upon the car and the reaction upon 
the ground outside. The same thing 
happens if you suspend a bar above 
your head and lift yourself by pulling 
down on It, and afterward put the bar 
under your feet and try to lift yourself 
by pulling up on it. You succeed In j 
lifting yourself in the first case, but 
you fail in the second, because when 
the bar is under your feet the force 
of your pull reacts upon your own 
body and urges it down just as much 
as up. 

There is one effect of the electric fan ] 
which might surprise you—it would 
tend to drive your boat backward in¬ 
stead of forward. It would push ! 
against air like the propeller of an 
aeroplane, and to make it drive your 
boat forward you would have to face 
the fan around, .so that its reaction 
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would be upon the atmosphere behind 
instead of ahead of the boat, and in 
either case your sail would be not only 
useless but an encumbrance.—Garrett 
P. Servlss in New York Journal.

METROPOLITAN BARBER SHOP 
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PAPERS MAY NOT BE 
FORCIBLY SEIZED 

Ruling That May Revolutionize 
All Criminal Prosecutions 


Criminal prosecutions may be revo¬ 
lutionized by a decision of the Su¬ 
preme Court at Washington, restrict¬ 
ing the conditions under which prose¬ 
cuting officials may seize papers be¬ 
longing to persons accused of crime. 
The immediate result of the decision 
was thac Freemont Weeks, an express 
messenger at Kansas City, Mo., will 
be given a new trial on a charge of 
using the mails to further an alleged 
lottery scheme. 

After Weeks’ arrest the United 
States Marshal entered his house and 
procured over 600 letters, which were 
used against the prisoner when he 
was placed on trial. No search war¬ 
rant had been issued 

Justice Day, in announcing the 
Court’s unanimous decision, held that 
Weeks’ constitutional guarantee 
against unreasonable seach had been 
violated. 


•Millers and food manufacturers gen¬ 
erally throughout the country won a 
decisive victory over the Government 
when the Supreme Court held that 
Federal inspectors could not condemn 
under the pure food law “bleached 
flour,” unless they proved that the 
flour contained enough poisonous in¬ 
gredients added in bleaching to make 
the flour injurious to health. 

Officials of the Department of Agri¬ 
culture have fought the case bitterly. 

The case decided originated in the 
District Court of Western Missouri 
The Government sought to condemn 
625 sacks of flour bleached by the Lex¬ 
ington Mills Company by the so-called 
“Alsop process.” The Government 
claimed that in bleaching the flour to 
give it a color to hide its inferiority 
certain nitrates, or poisonous ingredi¬ 
ents, were added and that this violated 
the law, no matter what the quantity. 
The District Court so held and the 
jury condemned the flour. The Eighth 
Circuit Court of Appeals held the Dis¬ 
trict Court erred and so did the Su¬ 
preme Court. 

In announcing the decision »f the 
court Justice Day pointed out that the 
Government only complained that 1.8 
parts to 1,000,000 of a poisonous char¬ 
acter was added by bleaching. He 
held that every word of the pure food 
law prohibiting in interstate com¬ 
merce a food if it contained “any 
added noisonous or other added de¬ 
leterious ingredients which may ren- '■ 
der such article injurious to health” j 
must be given its true meaning. 


The legal contest between 450 heirs 
of Captain Juan Gonzales, who re- j 
ceived a gmnt of land in New Mexico 
from the King of Spain in 1710, and 
settlers on a portion of the land lying 1 
in the Rio Grande Valley, near Albu¬ 
querque, was decided in favor of the i 
settlers. 


The right of the Federal Government 
to make “dry” territory of 400.000 
acres of the old Yankton Indian reser¬ 
vation recently opened for settlement 
in South Dakota was upheld by the 
court in upholding the conviction of | 
Sam B. Perrin for sales of liquor in a 
drug store at Dante, S. D. 


The constitutionality of the Federal 
white slave law was again upheld by j 
the Supreme Court in the Wilson case 
from Chicago. The point whether the 
law is limited to commercial vice was 
not involved. 

Zoe and Charles Wilson, alias Wil* | 
lard, were found guilty December 16, 
1911, in the United States District 
Court in “Chicago of transporting Flos-I 
sie Bion and Frances Vance from Mil* J 
waukee to Chicago for immoral pur i 
poses. The Wilsons were sentenced to | 
three years’ penal servitude each. The 
case was fought on appeal. 


The Oklahoma statute of 1908, in ef¬ 
fect forbidding foreign corporations 
doing business in that State, from re¬

Europe, Africa and Asia will be 
thoroughly searched by H. L. Vierec’t 
as agent of the California Horticultural 
Commission for parasites that will 
counteract the blighting effect of the 
mealy bug, the black, purple, red and 
yellow scales upon California fruits. . 

Hanford’s $8000 sewer bond issue, j 
voted more than a year ago, has been 
sold to Chicago bond buyers at a pre¬ 
mium of $800 and accrued interest. 


Work will begin immediately. The ’ 
general sewer system will be extended 
and a sewage disposal works will be 
built on the city’s sewer farm south 
of the city. 

Reports from the citrus belt show 
that the season’s crop will not be 
shortened nor the quality of the or¬ 
anges impaired by the recent storm, 
according to G. Harold Powell, general 
manager of the California Fruit Grow¬ 
ers’ Exchange. He said that the only 
damage was from washouts in indi¬ 
vidual groves. 

That the Protestant churches of the 
United States and not the Young 
Men’s Christian Association will con¬ 
duct the evangelist"' campaign in San 
Francisco during the Panama-Pacific 
International Exposition next year, 
has been decided as the result of a 
seven weeks’ trip to the East by Dr. 
H. H. Bell, pastor of the First Pres- 
H. H. Bell, pastor of the First United 
Presbyterian Church, who has re¬ 
turned. 

The world’s greatest pigeon farm 
was destroyed by the Los Angeles 
River during the recent storm. Thou¬ 
sands of mother birds, circling wild¬ 
ly in the air until night, were an evi¬ 
dence of the distressful situation 
there. Only remnants of the score of 
long sheds which housed the pigeons, 
estimated at 500,000 in number, are 
left. Hundreds of thousands of pig¬ 
eons, both squabs and mature birds, 
were swept down stream when the 
buildings collapsed. 

The motor vehicle act, passed at the 
last session of the California Legisla¬ 
ture and effective on January 1st of 
this year, is constitutional. It was so 
declared in two decisions handed 
down by the State Supreme Court a 
few days ago. Therefore, automobile 
owners hereafter must pay a special 
annual registration fee, graduated ac¬ 
cording to the number of horsepower 
of the automobile they own, and chauf¬ 
feurs must pay a fee of $2 per year. 
Operators other than owners or chauf¬ 
feurs need pay no fee. Also every 
automobile must display in front and 
rear a distinctive number, assigned by 
the State Department of Enginering. 

Preliminary work for the fixing of a 
minimum wage for women and minors 
in the retail stores, confectioneries 
and laundries of Sacramento was be¬ 
gun when the Industrial Welfare Com¬ 
mission of California met with repre¬ 
sentatives of the affected businesses. 
The meeting was to lay the ground¬ 
work for special investigators of the 
Commission, who, starting the 1st of 
next month, will investigate the 
wages paid in these lines in Sacra- i 
mento, the working and general con-1 
ditions, such data to later form the! 
basis of action by the Commission for j 
the establishment of a minimum wage 
and better working conditions if the 
investigation finds these necessary. 

Plans for planting shade trees the 
entire length of the State highway j 
through Merced County, thirty-eight j 
miles, were put on a firm footing at a j 
meeting called by the Merced Realty 
Board in that city recently. Bankers, l 
business men, public officials and rep¬ 
resentatives of public and civic or¬ 
ganizations of Merced, Atwater and 
Livingston were present, and all in¬ 
dorsed the idea strongly. The chair¬ 
man of the meeting, G. F. Morell, 
president of the realty board, was au¬ 
thorized to name a committee of five 
citizens to devise ways and means for 
forming a permanent organization to 
handle the big project, the estimated 
cost of which is from $40,000 to $50,- 
000 . 

The differences between residents 
of the Kings River territory and those 
of the Lower San Joaquin over the 
alleged diversion of the waters of 
Kings River into the San Juaquin were 
aired before the State Board of Recla¬ 
mation on an application from the 
Delta Association of the San Joaquin 
for an order prohibiting the Kings i 
River from being diverted. Decision 
in the matter will be given on March 
10th. The Delta Association wants a 
restraining order on the allegation, 
that the Kings River people are con¬ 
templating and performing reclama-, 
tion and levee work which will divert | 
water from the Kings River into the 
San Joaquin, instead of allowing it to 
empty into Tulare Lake, which they 
contend is the natural basin. 


Determined to break the record In 
the matter of economy in commence¬ 
ment dresses, high school graduates 
of Stockton this year will limit all 
expenses for material to $5 each.

UNEMPLOYED GET 
FAREWELL DINNER 

No More Free Food for S. F. 
Army of Workless 

The last free meal that San Fran- 
eisce intends to furnish the workless 
was dispensed at the “municipal cafe¬ 
teria” Sunday morning and at an early 
hour over 2000 men lined up in the 
pouring rain. Because of the shutting 
off of the streams of gratis coffee and 
the shutting down of mines of bread 
and meat, it had been deemed wise 
by officials in charge to summon ex¬ 
tra police protection, especially as the 
rougher element of the men had 
threatened to take away to their 
Fifth-and-Howard-streel headquarters 
all left-over “grub,” together with 
kitchen utensils and tableware. 

When all had been fed it was found 
that 2139 men had partaken of l he 
farewell meal. Since the city began 
to dispense eats to the men on 
Christmas eve no less than 217,897 
meals have been given out, 73,700 of 
them at the old Sailors’ Home on 
Main street and the balance of 144,- 
197 since the move t i the Foisom- 
street quarters. 

Manager Harry Bogard figures that 
each meal has cost ten and one-third 
cents, this including overhead charges, 
equipment, maintenance, cost of food¬ 
stuffs and so on. At that price the 
number of meals cited has cost the 
city about $29,082, which, allowing for 
incidentals, touches bottom of the 
emergency fund of $30,000 appropri¬ 
ated for the purpose by the Board of 
Supervisors and explains why the 
free feeding has ceased. 

There is little more work in sight, 
either, as the Weill fund has been 
milked almost dry. Tickets have been 
given to 150 men for four days’ work. 
After that there are about as many 
more jobs for the same complement 
of men; and after that—nothing. 


PANAMA EXPOSITION NEWS 


Walter H. Leimert and Wickham 
Havens, two prominent Oakland capi¬ 
talists, have jointly pledged $10,000 
as the preliminary contribution to the 
one-million-dollar exposition fund 
which is to be used to finance Ala¬ 
meda county’s display at the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition. 

The Italian Government has appoint¬ 
ed Signor Nathan, former Mayor of 
Rome, as the Italian Commissioner to 
the Panama-Pacific International Ex¬ 
position at San Francisco. The ap¬ 
pointment of Nathan is tantamount to 
an official announcement that Italy 
will participate in the 1915 event. 

Throwing against tne wind a stream 
of water that reached to the center of 
the roof of the Palace of Mines, and on 
the other side shot across the roof of 
the lofty Machinery Hall, the high- 
pressure system on the exposition 
grounds passed through a test highly 
satisfactory both to the officials of the 
Fire Department and the exposition. 


Freezing weather has reached the 
Texas gulf coast, while low tempera 
tures are reported over the northern 
section of Texas and Oklahoma. Foui 
degrees above zero again was record¬ 
ed in the plains country of Texas and 
Western Oklahoma. Considerable dam¬ 
age is reported. At Galveston, Tex., 
more than one-tenth of an inch o! 
snow fell, the first fall recorded in 
nineteen years. The thermometer at 
Galveston fell to 28 degrees above 
zero. With the thermometer regis¬ 
tering 1 to 10 degrees below zero, 
Ohio is in the grasp of the most se¬ 
vere winter weather of the season. 
The mercury dropped to 42 degrees 
below zero at Dolgeville, N. Y. 


Rudolph Spreckels of S n Francisco, 
who welched on his subscription of 
$25,000 to the exposition and was aft¬ 
erward ordered by the court to make 
good his promise, has now abandoned 
his attempt to avoid payment and sent 
the exposition company his check for 
$19,850. The entire amount of his 
subscription was $25,000. Before his 
attempt to shirk fulfillment of this 
pledge he had made a first payment of 
$25,000. Ot the $19,850, for which 
amount he sent his check, $2350 is for 
accrued interest at 7 per cent, leaving 
$17,500 to be applied for the balance 
due of $22,500. Thus $5000 is still due. 
Spreckels inquired if he might be al¬ 
lowed a discount for paying the $5000 
at the present time, and when told 
that he would not, replied that he 
would not pay the balance until It be¬ 
came due. 


’ Lights of Mars. 

It is claimed that curious lights have 
been seen on Mars and have been be¬ 
lieved to be signal lighfs sent by the 
inhabitants of that distant world. This 
phenomenon can be easily explained 
as follows: The prevailing color of 
Mars is opal. When seen by daylight 
there is a mingling of this color with 
a pearl white, a rose saffron, and a 
robin’s egg blue. When the sun’s rays 
stream along its surface at certain 
angles flashes of curious light are pro¬ 
duced that resemble somewhat the 
color rays of flashlight. These have, 
doubtless, been mistaken by the curi¬ 
ous for flashlight signals. They are 
nothing new.—Chritsiau Herald.

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THE NEW CONCRETE CITY CALIFORNIA’S NEW ACT 
A HOME FOR WORKINGMEN. FAVORIN G TREE PLANTING. 

Coal Company’s Settlement Provide. New Law Leaves Execution of Work to 


Good Quarters at Low Cost. 

Every one of the twenty double con¬ 
crete houses in Concrete City, the mod¬ 
el village built by the Delaware, Lack¬ 
awanna and Western Coal company 
near Nauticoke, Pa., is occupied. A 
park, which is surrounded by houses, 
alone remains to be completed. 

The houses are two story structures, 
50 by 25 feet, built of concrete, with 
flat roofs and dark green trimmings. 
They are modeled in one piece, after 
the idea of Thomas A. Edison, but un¬ 
der another man’s patent and adapta¬ 
tion, according to the Coal and Coke 
Operator. Floors, walls, roofs, stair¬ 
ways and even sinks and wash basins 
are made in a mold of “poured” con¬ 
crete. They are so constructed that 
on occasion the furniture may be all 
removed and the entire house thor¬ 
oughly washed out with a hose. 

Each house contains seven rooms 
and has a stationary washtub, a but¬ 
tery and a dry cellar. Wooden strips 
are embodied in the floors, so that car¬ 
pets may be tacked down. Below the 
French windows, opening outward, 
window boxes for flowers are set in 
the walls. There are also boxes for 
flowers set in the sides of the front 
steps, above which small overhanging 
roofs are supported by chains. 

There is ample space behind each 
house for a truck garden, and prizes 
will be given for the best kept 
grounds. A complete sewage system 
has been installed, concrete walks sur¬ 
round and will intersect the central 
square, and the whole place is sur¬ 
rounded by a stout wire fence. The 
effect of the rectangle of the houses, 
with their little red chimneys and 
trim lawns in “apple pie 1 '' fffder, is 
said to be most effective. 

TREES BEAUTIFY PARIS. 

One Hundred and Twenty Men Are Re¬ 
quired to Care For Them. 

A report on the raising, planting and 
upkeep of the trees which so beautify 
the streets and boulevards of Paris 
has been made to the department of 
commerce at Washington by Vice Con¬ 
sul General Lucien Memninger, sta¬ 
tioned at Paris. 

From statistics furnished by the mu¬ 
nicipal department having charge of 
the trees of I’aris Mr. Memninger 
learns that they number all told 8G,- 
68(1, cared for throughout the year by 
a force of men numbering 120, at a 
cost of nearly $100,000. 

Mr. Memninger says that on an av¬ 
erage 1,100 to 1,200 new trees are plant¬ 
ed every year to replace those which

have died, have been overthrown by 
vehicles or have been removed for 
other reasons. 

“The city of Paris,” continues Mr. 
Memninger, "has large and varied 
plantations just outside the fortifica¬ 
tions, where flowers, exotic shrubs and 
trees are grown. One hundred and 
thirteen hothouses for plants, exotic 
shrubs and flowers are heated from 
one central heating plant, distributing 
hot water through a nine and one-lmlf 
mile system of pipes. The object of 
this control heating organization is not, 
us the head gardener explains, with a 
view to economy. In fact, such a sys¬ 
tem is far more costly than separate 
installations for each group of hot¬ 
houses. but is thus arranged to avoid 
the existence of a series of unsightly 
chimneys which would destroy the ar¬ 
tistic effect of the grounds, which are 
more or less a public resort and show 
place.” 


' Municipalities. 

The new tree planting act now in 
force in California cities leaves the ex¬ 
ecution of the work to the municipali¬ 
ties rather than to contractors and 
brings each city into direct relation 
with the property owners in the mat¬ 
ter of tree planting, says the American 
City. 

Before ordering any work to be done 
the city council must adopt a resolu¬ 
tion of intention describing the pro¬ 
posed work and referring it to the city 
bourd, commission or officer in charge 
of tree planting, or, in the absence of 
such, to the city engineer. This board 
or officer then makes a report on the 
promised improvement, with plans and 
specifications for the work, including 
a statement of the kinds of tfees and 
shrubs, their approximate ages and 
sizes, together with an estimate of 
cost, a diagram and a statement of the 
proposed assessment. 

Proceedings may be stopped for six 
months by property owners represent¬ 
ing a majority of the frontage on the 
proposed work. After hearing the pro¬ 
tests the city council may confirm, cor¬ 
rect or reject the proposed assessment. 

If the work is ordered done the city 
clerk gives the diagram and assess¬ 
ment to the tax collector, who records 
them in his office and fixes a time limit 
for the payment of assessments. Aft¬ 
er due notice, property representing 
delinquent assessments is sold. Re¬ 
demption from sale may be made with¬ 
in a year from date of sale by pay¬ 
ment to the tax collector of the amount 
for which the property was sold, with 
an additional penalty of 25 per cent. 
The redemption money is paid by the 
tax collector to the purchaser of the 
property upon his delivery of a receipt 
1 and the original certificate of sale. In 
case Of B0 redemntion. a deed to the 
property is executed by the tfi- x oollec- 
tor after the expiration of the year. 
Action to contest the validity of an as¬ 
sessment must be begun within thirty 
days after the levy, and appeal from 
the judgment In such action must be 
l»erfeeted within thirty days after en- 
I try. 

The city treasurer takes charge of 
I the funds collected, which may be tem¬ 
porarily aided by a loan from the gen¬ 
eral city fund in order to expedite mat¬ 
ters. The work is done under the su¬ 
pervision and control of the board or 
officer that made the initial report on 
the proposed improvement. The spe¬ 
cial assessment provides funds for 
planting the trees or shrubs, for pro 
tecting them by guards or gratings, 
and caring for them not longer than 
five years. After the expiration of the 
fixed period their care must be paid 
for out of the general funds. 

RUNNING A SUBURBAN VILLAGE 

The Village of River Forest, III., Has a 
“Man on the Job.” 

The village of River Forest, one of 
Chicago’s fine suburbs, is organized 
j under the cities, villages and towns 
I act of Illinois. The legislative and ex¬ 
ecutive functions of the village are 
vested in. a president and six trustees 
elected at large, who serve the village 
without pay. Having large private in¬ 
terests, the members of the board of 
trustees found with the growth of the 
village that they were unable to give 
to its affairs the personal attention re¬ 
quired. They therefore determined to 
employ a city manager or general su¬ 
perintendent who would assume most 
of the administrative duties and assist 
them in the legislative. Further, as 
business men, they realized that with 
an actual working head in the village 
constantly on the ground during busi¬ 
ness hours greater efficiency of the 
i. working organization would be secured. 
v \ When last May wide publicity was 
given to the determination of the presi¬ 
dent and board to make this appoint- 
. ment over seventy applications were 
j riK'eived from all parts of the country 
from men of varied experience,
